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ARRAY OF SENATORS

Appear In Seattle In An
Important Case.

NORTHERN PACIFIC RECEIVERS

The Matter Argaed Before Judge Gil-
bert—The Decision Watched
With Interest.

BearrrE, Aug., 23.—In the Northern
Pacific sait this afternnon the argument
was made by Benator John H. Mitchell
of Oregon, ex-Senator John B, Allen of
Washington, both for the Farmers’
T.0an & Trust company; by D. J. Crow-
ley of Tacoma, and ex-Senator John C.
Bpooner of Wisconsin, both for the re-
ceivers, and by Colonel Silas W. Pettit,
who will close for the railroad company
tomorrow at noon. The addresses of
fenator Mitchell, ex-Senator Allen and
Crowley were directed to the legality of
the jurisdiction of the Wisconsin court,
and the points they presented were
along the lines of argument made yes-
terday by consul, O. W. Bunn. KEach
was clear ent,and directed without varia
tion to the legal aspect of the case, the.
main point they endeavored to establish
being that Jodge Jenking’ court having
taken juriediction; even under a defec-
tive ereditor’s hill, and that jurisdiction
having been assented to by the defend-
ant, it could not now be subjected to
collateral attack.

Ex-Senator Spooner was alloted only
fifty minates, and he dwelt upon the
main point emphasized by hies col-
leagnes, During his remarks he began
to speak 1n reply to an arrsingment
made in the morning by Senator San-
ders, and he was moved to the highest
indignation as he proceeded. In a sec-
ond or two he had tarned toward his op-
ponents, and comparing the implied at-
tack on Judge Jenkins to the aspersion
of a defenseless woman, was saying the
judge was defenseless against taunt and
insult, when Judge Gilbert intersupted

; him, and drew back to the guestion be-

\ fore the court. The scene lasted only a

‘few eeconds, but was dramatic in Lhe
extreme,

Col. Pettit began his address at 4:30
and in his argoment was unsparing in
characterizing as collusive the methods
by which the present management of
the rond gained control. He declared
the receivere and ‘their adherents had
misrepresented the facts to this conrt,
and thereby, through comity, bad sue-
ceeded in securing the appointment
here. Argoment will be resamed st
9:30 tomorrow and will be concluded at
noon.

Beycotting Bank Bills.

- Mixxearous, Aug, 23.—H, B. Martin,
* _of the executive board of the Knights of

_ Labor, who has just returned from the
East, declared the Knights are in earnest
as to the boycott of the wnational bank
notes urged by Grand Master Workman
Bovereign, and that the boycott will be
put into eftect after Labor day, Septem-
ber 2.

“After that date,” eays he, *“‘all
Knights, their friends, populist and
money reformers generally, are request-
ed to refuse to take bank notes for any
obligation, due them. We expect uc-
tive support from the silver men, who
recognize in the banks the bitterest ene-
mies to silver. Many labor organiza-
tions have already given notice to their
emplovers that they desire to be paid off
in legal tender money, and not in bank
noles.

The Eoglveer of the Gumry Hotel ar-
restod—California Wants Japanese
Exeluded.

Burss, Or. (via Ontario, Or.), Aog. 24,

southern part of Harney county, reports
the killing of 15 Bannocks by cattlemen
under the leadership of “Rye' Smith.
Smith has reasong for revenge for the
murder of his father in 1878 in Diamond
valley. There is great excitementin the
town and thronghout the country. Troep
A js in readiness to march on short
notice, and is awaiting orders from the
county sheriff for authority to act.
Indians are reported approaching the
town from the sgonth, but are believed to
be friendly. .

There are reporis from those who had
been riding the range of the lighting of
signal firea by the Indians in Diamond
and Happy valleys, and mapy settlers
left their homes and collected at Dia-
mond postoffice, but the capture of an
old equaw dispelled their fears, as it wae
learned that the Indiana were on their
annnal bunting tour.

UNDEE ADVIBEMENT

Jurisdiction [Question In the Northern
Facllic Case.

Searri, Ang. 24.—The Northern Pa-
cific fight on the question of Judge Jen-
king’ jurisdiction in the matter of the
appointment ol the present receivers
ended in the federal court this morning,
so far as arguments are concerned, and
the court bus taken the question under
advieement. The feature of this morn-
ing’s proceedings was the talk made by
Colonel Pettit, the counsel of the North-
ern Pacifie, 'in which he severely ar-
raigned the other gide. He made one
statement which created n sensation in
the courtroom, and one which may ei-
fect the financial world. He bad ad-
mitted the allegation that the Northern
Pacific has sold $5,000,000 of receivers’
certifieates to innocent people, when ex-
United Statee S8enator Spooner, of coun-
gel for the receivers, remarked:

‘“Yes, and you bid on them for Mr,
Ives; didn’t you?"”

Then Colonel Pettit admitted that he
had, and said:

“I snpposed that Mr. Cromwell, the
general couneel for the company, knew
that these certificates were not of value,
unlees they had been anthorized by the
eonrts haviag jurisdiction over the pro-
perty on which they were supposed to
be a lien. It was only within two weeks
that I learned to the contrary. These
certificates are not a lien on the [proper-
ty, under a late law, in which the Far-
mers’ Loan & Trost Company was the
defendant and Poole the plantiff. The
holders of these certificates will have to
depend for their pay on the courts which
have jorisdiction.””

Mysterlous Prospectors.

La Graspe. Or,, Aag. 24.—A few daye
ago 0. W. Williams discovered that pros-
pectors for gold had been at work on his
place, half a mile south of town, secur-
ing a quantity of ore. He came down to

‘get some one to help nnravel the mys-

wery. . G. C. Hickok, of the La Grande
Hardware Company, a miner 6f consid-
erable experience, wss induced to go
and exumioe the premises. Hickok
found & hole had been sunk about 14
feet in depth; aleo, that goldbearing ore
exists in that locality, Two separate as-
enya of the ore have been made, and
each one enows about $:0.70 per ton of
gold. The mystery of the affair is the
clandestine method of prospecting,
which bas evidently been going on for
spme time,. The work has undoubtedly
been prosecuted dariog the night.
Hickok found the walls of the shaft
blackened with the amokefrom a candle.
He thinke the mysterious gold-honters
have been working there as late as three
or fonr days. He says there iz no donbt
that there is gold there, but- whether or
notin.paying quantities is yet to be de-
termined. He thinks the ore body iz in
the natore of a “‘chimney.” It may be
extensive, or may ‘“‘pinch ont.” Other
tesie of the ore are to be made, and the
prospects of a gold mine almost within
the corporate limits of the city is gen-
erally looked upon as something of a
noveliy.
